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SIGNALLERS & DESPATCH RIDERS: 


THE JOB FOR TELEGRAPHISTS AND 
MOTOR CY YCLISTS. 


In a Nissen hut at Divisional Headquarters, in the cellar of a ruined house at Brigade, in a 
@orner of the C.O.'e dugout in the line may be found the signallers and their apparatus. On a 
table or the top of a ration-box, or on the bare ground, as the cate may be, is their gear, a litter 
of papers, message forms, telephones, with a guttering candle stuck in a botile. In the hut or on 
the steps of the dugout sit the orderlices for the carrying of the messages received on the telephone 
o- * buzzer Every now and then the eignallers’ sergeant, looking up the roster for who is next 

. duty, shouts for a man, who takes the mossage, slings his mackintosh or ground-sheet about 
him, and goes out on his errand, a postrhan’s job, but one which needs a stout heart when the 
message is for the front linc during a “ strafe.’ 

T he si gnaller shouts out messages to the telephone or “ bu¥zer,”’ a string of longs and shorts 
on the “ buzzer.” One message says that bombs are Gas wr| short in the front line, another 
that a bás só part of our sector is getting heavily “ strafed ' by the enemy’s guns, and ask- 
ing for retaliation from our artillery, a third from B.H.Q. asking for a return as to the number 
of * Tommy's Cookers ” received during the past week, and so on. Between whiles he carries on 
a friendly chat with another signaller attached to some other unit over the merits of their re- 
spective football teams. Then in the mid ile of eemding a message there is a sudden silence, and 
Mo answer comes to repeated calls on the “ buzzer.” he thin thread of wire which runs twiet- 
ing across to the front or thé® rear, as the case may be, has become disconnected, or “ disced,”’ 
a. the sigaallers call it. This means that men with a spare instrument and a coil of wife lmve 
te be sent along the line to find and repair the break. The signaller listens for the “ buzs "’ that 
will come back from the repair party as they walk along the line, tapping it occasionally to make 
sure that they etill have connection with the station they left. The morse signal “ buzzes ”' 
rapidly on the telephone, and the voice of the repair party ig heard. They have found the break 
and have mended it. At last he can hear the other end!; Communication re-opened, he can 
turn his mind to other things. A mess-tin of hot tea hae'heen plaéed at his elbow, and with 
that and a (or cigarette) he buries himself in a newspaper or magazine till the 
* buzzer” starts again.

If you have not ridden one it is quite easy to acquire 
ithe art. The mot e-cycle looks a terribly intricate machine, and no doubt it is. with its engine 
composed of nearir 1,000 parts, But the whole of these are controlled by about six. levers and 
bardles, and an hour or two's practice ought to give yon a fair working knowledge pf how to 
start, control, and stop.the machine. The noviee goes first on a trial run with his instructor in 
the side-car, and the little indispensable gifts, such as pulling up at the exact places you want, 
if he hasn't got them, he soon acquires. Then he is tested by a sergeant. who questions bim 
about the engine, the use of oil and petrol, and the meaning of levers aid handles. When he has 
passed this test, and &jso can perform minor repairs on the cycle, he is able to take the road as 
a qualified despatch rider 

How the despatch-rider does his job at the front is 
ruration.

WHEAT AND FLOUR. 

TO THE BDITUK OF THE IRISH TINGS. 

Sirn,—I would lke through wan By jum of 
i widely-read journal to imp on our 

armers the urgent necessity of the foc food sappy 
of the country being not only maintained, 
as far as possible, increased to the very utmost 
limit. With the additional! tillage and with the 
potato crop so abundant this yoar, I would 
suggest that a big effort be made to sow a 
greater quantity of wheat, for it will all be re- 
quired, and, as we know, the best results are 
obtained from the autiman-town crop. Every 
occupier of land would be well advised to utilise 
as large an aroa of the potato gae as he 
can for wheat, which is our staple food, and, 
even if it should be necessary to add an admix- 
ture other cereals, we would have a more 
wholesome and nutritious flour than tLe quality 
we are getting at present. 

With the continuance of the war and the 
consequent demand on all available shipping, 
we may expect a reduced supply of imperted 
wheat and flour. Furthermore, farmers may 
rest assured that prices are unlikely to remain 
as they are to-<day, having regard to the in- 
creased cost of production. The Food Con- 
trollers are Ór thet a policy aiming at suffi- 
ciency with high prices is safer than risking a 
deficiency at a lower cost to the consumer. 
Enough food to win the war must be had, and 
this should be of the best possible quality. it 
is generally admitted that there is no food to 
equal home-grown wheat. For the life of me,
